Tfmta Jumps the Track on • Curve and 

Boils Down an Kmliankment -Victims 
I LlUrallr Polled to IMerea to Have 
I Tbean From the fir*. 

Citt op Mexico, March 2.— The loss 
of life in the wreck in the Interoceanic 
railway was made known Friday even- 
' ing Sixty-live persons were killed 
and forty Injured. The death list is 
lfkely to be increased, as several pas- 
sengers who were brought back in the 
wrecking train are expected to die 
within twenty-four hours. 

A wrecking train arrived here Fri- 
day morning from the scene of the ac- 
cident It brought forty persons who 
had been injured in the crash, and Dr. 
Alfred Hray, Dr. Francis Crosson and 
two other surgeons who were sent out 
Friday afternoon soon after the news 
of the disaster was received here. 

Many persona were left dend near 
the spot where the train left the rails; 
others were on the point of death, and 
of those who were brought back ten or 
twelve can not possibly recover. 

The crew of the wrecking train told 
the first detailed story of the accident. 
The train consisted of ten coaches. It 
waa chartered to pilgrims from Ame- 
cameca. It was filled with pilgrims, 
many of them women and children. 
About twenty-eight miles from the 
capital, and midway between Totna- 
raatla and Tenango, there is a steep 
down grade. On one side of the track 
blasted rock forms n high wall, on the 
other side a steep descent. 

At a point where the descent reach- 
es down about thirty feet the track 
makes a sharp curve. The trai 
usually round It at half speed, but for 
a reason not yet ascertained the engi- 
neer tried to take it without slowing 
down. Either the rails spread or " 
enirine jumped the track. 

The engine and tender broke 1 
from the coaches and rolled down 
embankment. The conches run 
about fifty yards further on.
